( 2 ) To specify the type of inspection in accordance with the dunft E : port of 
Exported Metals ( Inspection ) Rules , 1865 , set out in the Annexure to this notiti 
cation , as the type of inspection which will be app ied to such expanded metals ;

ANNEXURE 
Draft Rules proposed to be made under section 17 of thc Export (Quality Control 

and Inspection ) Act , 1963 . 
1. Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Export 
of Expanded Metals ( Inspection ) Rules , 1966 . 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the 1st June , 1966 . 

2 . Definition . In these rules " expanded metals " shall mean expanded metals 
for general purposes . 

3 . Procedure of Inspection , The D ovisions of the Indian Standards Institution 
(Certification Marks ) Act, 1952 ( 36 of 1952 ) , the Indian Standards Institution 
(Certification Marks ) Rules, 1955 , and the Indian Standards Institution ( Certifica 
tion Marks ) Regulations, 1955 , shall , so far as may be, apply to the inspection of 
expanded metals for export,
